MacPHERSON WAS INJURED 



Men With Big Feet Asked In Fu- 
ture to Descend By Way 
of Stairs. 



Dean Moyse Tells of Ingenious

Fifteen medical seniors who yester 
day morning crowded into an elevator 
at the General Hospital, which at or- 
dinary times accommodated only eight 
persons, had a narrow escape from 
being dashed to death .when the ele- 
vator became unmanageable nnd 
crashed to the ground floor, four stor- 
ies below.

The floor of the car 
was not. damaged, but the roof caved 
in, hitting "Sandy" Macpherson on the 
head, and inflicting slight injuries. He 
was soon brought back to life. Luckily, 
this was the only serious casualty, 
though some of lb° other Joy-riders 
were afflicted with anaemic counten- 
ances and wobbly knees for the rest 
of the day. "In future," said one of 
the senior mods., to The Daily, "the 
two aforementioned Tat men, together 
with 'Spike' Miller Bill Stevens, Art. 
Stewart and a few others with largo 
pedal extrcmetlcs, will kindly descend 
by the stairs."

The most instructive part of the en- 
tertainment, was a speech by Dr. 
liâmes on submarines, accompanied 
by lantern slides of sonic of Ihe recent 
models and interesting views. He told 
some very interesting fuels about the 
present methods of submarine attack 
and defence, and the new methods of 
locating and destroying submarines off 
the British coast, thanks to the inven- 
tion of the microphone receiver, which 
locales a submarine by its noise and 
makes It possible 10 distinguish the 
noise of submarine from any other 
craft. He gave interesting dala con- 
cerning Ihe progress of submarine 
building, and of ihe changes brought 
about by the invention and installation 
of the internal combustion engine. He 
showed interesting views of the new 
British and German submarines, and 
some remarkable photographs. This 
was all very much appreciated by the 
students, and he was well encored. 

Dean Moyse then said a few words 
about his experiences coming over, and 
told of the ingenious methods used by 
the British navy to overcome Ger- 
many's sea power. He expressed him- 
self very gla'd >to be back again, and 
hoped that every man able would pre- 
pare himself to help his country. He 
expressed bis love for McGill, and 
spoke of her duty in the present war. 
1 1 is opinion and the opinion of many 
others is that "character" Is the stan- 
dard to judge a nation's greatness by, 
and it is mainly for this reason thai 
Britain went lo war. nnd she may al- 
ways look back on Ibis proudly. 

The next act on the programme was 
very acceptable, being the serving of 
refreshments, and the entertainment 
was brought lo a close by the singing 
of a few songs by Dean Moyse, Dr. 
Caldwell and others, while all joined 
in the singing of Alma .Mater and ils 
college yells.

l»r. rerrln Declares Natural Cnnse-, 
Account for Varying Musical 
Tnstes. 

Natural causes, declared Dr. Perrin, 
director of the MeGill Conservatorium 
of Music, before the Morning Study 
Class of the Women's Art Society, ac- 
count for the varying musical tastes 
of various nations. The subject of the 
discourse wns French music. The 
French music, he said, has been a light 
music for gaiety and dancing. No 
other nation has so decided a bcnl for 
rhythm. Previous to 1525 it is diffi- 
cult lo trace French music. The 
printing of music was begun that year, 
and programme music and descriptive 
vocal compositions quickly followed. 
The opera period began in Ihe 17th 
century. The perfection of keyboard 
instruments gave popularity to Unie 
tone pictures. 

The early part of the 17th century 
marked the rise of the violin school. 
The end of the 1Sih and (he beginning 
of the Ifltli centuries produced operas 
hy Frenchmen such as Mehul, Bolel- 
dieu, Aubcr, Halery and Hcrold, operas 
that are still performed. The "bread 
and butter" of violin students, works 
which must, be studied to-day, were 
produced by Viottl, Bode, Vicuxtcmps, 
and De Bcriot. 

The development of orchestral brass 
and wind instruments gave music still 
studied. Then came Offenbach, orig- 
inator of the opera bouffe, Bizet, Gou- 
nod, Massenet and Ihe present-day 
composers, Debussy and Charpentier, 
composer of "Louise"; Saint Sacns, the 
most versatile composer of Ihe present 
day, is brilliant and a trifle hard. 
Organ composers or to-day are Widow 
nnd Cullman ; piano, Godard and Cha- 
minadc. The school beaded bv Caesar 
Franck and D'Qudy Is definite, classi- 
cal, using modern hamonics; that of 
Debussy and Ravel is Indefinite, shad- 
owy, vague and wilh strange har- 
monies.

TELLS OF HIS 
VOYAGE OUT 



'07, Now 
Stationed on Island 
of Lcmnos. 



WENT WITH HOSPITAL 



Writes Homo on Experiences 
Since He Left England 
Last August. 



Robert Sutherland, of Hiver John, 
N.S., has recently received the follow- 
ing letter from his son. Copt. R. H. 
Sutherland, Med. '07, of the Medical 
Corps, describing his trip to the Island 
of Leninos: 

"Perhaps this will be a good lime to 
address a letter to you, as 1 am afraid 
that 1 am not equal to the task of ex- 
plaining to mother the reason for up- 
coming to this part of the earth. I 
sent a card from Southampton and a 
letter en route, and cabled my safe ar- 
rival at Alexandria, Egypt, all of which 
1 hope reached you safely. As I said 
iu the letter, we were greatly sur- 
prised to get the order to come out 
here, and nearly all hands wore 
pleased at the idea, as it meant a de- 
cided change of scenery and a chnnoc 
to see more of the world. We left 
Southampton. England, on Sunday, Ui.o 
1st of August, on the hospital ship 
Astruiïas, a very large boat and a very 
comfortable one. On .Monday wc al- 
tered the Bay of Biscay, and over two- 
thirds of our party were seasick. 
Thanks to my extensive travelling, I 
seemed to escape that, disagreeable 
part of our trip and never missed a 
meal. Wc were seldom out of sight of 
land, as we skirted the coasts of Spam 
and rortugal. Unfortunately we 
missed seeing Gibraltar, as wo passed 
at night and only a lew lights were 
visible. 

.Mediterranean Trip Pleasant. 

"Our trip on the Mediterranean was 
one long delight, as the weather was 
delightful. The water there Is n won- 
derful blue color, and at night it was 
simply beyond description. The fol- 
lowing Sunday morning we arrived at 
Malta and anchored to await further 
orders. We did not get a chance to go 
ashore, but had a good view from the 
ship, and there was nothing attractive 
about it. It scnis all sand and rock, 
with very little vegetation in sight. 
The. city is all of stone, and looks 
awfully hot in the glaring sun. We 
soon got. orders to proceed to Alex- 
andria. Egypt, and weighed anchor for 
another four days' sail. We were just 
at church service when the anchor was 
dropped, and the chaplain reminded us 
that Malta was the island where St. 
l'aul had been shipwrecked. 

Slay at Alexandr'a. 

After four more delightful days we 
arrived at Alexandria, and the sights 
there are worth the trip alone. It is 
an immense place, and parts of it arc 
just exactly like the picture of Bible 
times. The European part of the city 
is quite modern and the only interest- 
ing part is the costumes of the natives. 
The native part of the city is entirely 
different, and looks just as it must 
have done 1,000 B. O. The houses are 
stone and the streets arc very narrow 
and extremely dirty. They are crowd- 
ed with children, goats, sheep, oxen, 
poultry and donkeys, and the resulting 
mixture is beyond description. 

The natives are very dirty and wcaf 
long flowing robes of different colors. 
The women are veiled and seem to be 
doing the heavier part of the work, as 
they nearly all are carrying loads on 
top of their heads. It is really very 
funny to see some of the sights and I 
would not miss it for a whole lot. 

Weather Warm. 

After three, days in Alexandria we 
transferred to another ship, the Afrlc, 
and set sail again. The Afrlc was a 
transport, and even larger than the 
Asturias, but not nearly so comfort- 
able. You may guess that wc arc now 
in a pretty warm climate, so it was 
impossible to sleep in one's berth. We 
used to pick up our mattresses and 
bedclothes and go on deck. Four more 
days' sailing brought us to the Aegean 
Sea, and the island wc are now settled 
on. Our impression of the place, on 
first seeing it, was not very favorable, 
and has not Improved on acquaintance. 
The soil is all sand and small stones 
and lava, and at present the vegeta- 
tion Is burnt down. The weather is 
very hot and the flics arc in myriads 
of millions. . 

Hospital Established. 

Fortunately, the nights are delight- 
fully cool and the flies disappear, so 
that we arc able to sleep in real com- 
fort. We have our hospital established 
now and receiving patients, so there 
is no time to worry about a few little 
discomforts. Of course we have no 
Idea how long we will be herp, but are 
hoping that it will not be for long. It 
probably will depend on the progress 
of the campaign on the peninsula. Wo 
got our first mall to-day, and I was 
fortunate enough to get two letters 
from home, one dated July 6 and the 
other July 15, They are somewhat old, 
bin none the less welcome, as a letter 
here looks llkn a legacy of fifty thou- 
sand, Try to explain to mother that I 
am perfectly p.afe heir, nu we are as 
'usually milfrt (tway from the fighting. 
The weather In another month will be 
nm\ and pleasant, bo we will ho very 
pemfortable, | «m beginnlns to think 
thai iliifi war is going to be rather 
long. / have put In over a year and 
am ready |o go home any time I get 
the dianrc. However, we are not 
downhearted yet. hove to mother and 
all. Ki f]< all bands writing, 
your affectionate son,

Am 
nt^prescnt attached to a Field Com- 
pany here for further training, and am 
expecting to be sent to the front in 
about a month's time, though whether 
It will be France, the Dardanelles or 
Serbia will not be known till a week 
or so before we leave. 

My old company, the 6th Field Com- 
pany. Canadian Engiuecrs, of which 
.Massy Baker is a member, went over 
to France over a week ago, Just a lit- 
tle too late for that advance the Al- 
lies made recently. Illsley, of Science 
'15. and McLeod White, Mining '16. 
were also with them. 

We have a splendid set of officers, 
non-coms, and men here ,and they are 
certainly fit specimens to keep up the 
glorious reputation of the corps. Geo. 
IT. Kohl, of Electricals 1910. and Hall, 
Civils '07, are also here, and wish to 
be remembered to you and Professor 
McLeod.

MEN LIGHT 

CIGARETTE 
ON THE GUNS 



Machine Gun Officer Writes In- 
teresting Account of Section 
in Action. 



Prof. J. C. Gwillini, Queen's Uni- 
versity, has received an interesting 
letter from a friend of his who is in 
a machino gun brigade on the firing 
line. The letter was written on Oc- 
tober 4th. and it shows in a vivid 
way the effectiveness of the machine 
gun in the present war. Portions of 
the epistle arc as follows: 

"The machine gun school (Canadian 
Division Machine Gun School) was 
dissolved with five minutes' notice 
about two weeks ago, and I was rushed 
up to the trenches that same night 
with four guns and 80,000 rounds of 
ammunition; and for two nights I had 
no sleep and nothing to eat for 24 
hours. My guns were so hot that night 
from firing that (he gunners wcro 
lighting their cigarettes from the gun 
barrels. Fortunately, I moved my 
position, which was an open one, be- 
hind some hedges, just at daybreak, 
and five minutes after T got away the 
German artillery vigorously shelled 
my position. For the next ten days 
I was firing about 6,000 rounds a day, 
long range, indirect fire, at various 
fancy targets. 

"We have information as to the. use 
various buildings are being put to, and 
just at lunch time I put n belt (250 
rounds) into the German artillery 
mess. It was about 2.400 yards away, 
but apparently had some effect, for 15 
minutes after they replied with 30 
shells. The next day I tried again, 
but they must have moved, as there 
was no response, and it was most dis- 
heartening to waste good ammunition 
without, appreciation. 

"I was also putting some guns 
through an endurance test, 1,500 
rounds as fast as possible, and wc 
used to put these in at 3,200 yards 
at a railway siding, and for several 
days this would draw Fritz, but lat- 
terly it ceased to do so. The Ge. mans 
are ingenuous people and never dis- 
guise their feelings of annoyance, and 
any place that they did not resent, be- 
ing fired on was evidently not occu- 
pied."

Letters from men at tho front speak 
in the highest terms of the work the 
McGill Y.M.C.A. is doing. This most 
essential organization is to be found 
situated at the General Hospital, No. 3 
McGill. The large tent, which has a 
capacity for about. 250 men, is full to 
overflowing nearly all the time — In 
fact, so much so that the secretaries 
have great difficulty in even getting 
in. 

The interests are many and varied. 
Every possible thing is done to keep 
the convalescent soldiers interests, and 
100,000 sheets of McGill writing paper 
are being distributed free of charge 
every month to the men. 

The requests from patients for books 
and testaments far exceed the supply, 
but, however, those in charge have 
found it possible now nnd again to 
send bundles of literature to Captain 
Barclay's men in the trenches. 

Two McGill men are In charge of 
the tent every day. Some of these are 
Frank Pedley, Lockhart Gall, Montv 
Montgomery, Tulllng, Ben Keeping and 
Cralk. 



XFERIENCE 
UNDER FIRE 



Edgar Penney Comes Through 
First Engagement Un- 
scathed. 



EIGHT DAYS IN TRENCHES 



Famous Guards Reinforce Their 
Hard Pressed Left 
Flank. 



Lieut. Edgar Penney, Sci. '16, who 
crossed to the front during the sum- 
mer, writes as follows to Dr. F. D. 
Adams: 

Oct. 2, 1915. 

Dear Dr. Adam3: 

I have Just been through the very 
recent fighting and came off scott free, 
although when I look back back I can 
hardly believe 1 am still on deck. We 
were tho pivot of the whole British 
army, and our brigade did marvclously 
well. We earned the thanks of Sir 
John French, and I can add nothing 
more. We believe that to be sufficient. 

We left a small mining town about 
six miles from the firing lino after 
dark one evening and marched to our 
positions, arriving there about 2.30 in 
the morning owing to the congestion 
of traffic on the route and a road run- 
ning at right angles to our direction. 
Being the B. A., such a thing as a tem- 
porary overhead bridge is out of the 
question. However, we had about two 
hours of peace before tho show began. 
When It did start tho racket was some- 
thing one can scarcely realize. We 
were supporting and consequently re- 
ceived our baptism of heavy shells and 
whizz-bangs. The former can easily 
bo Judged as to probable place of land- 
ing, while the latter burst before you 
can even hear the report of the gun. 
I had just come out of a dugout when 
one made a mess of the parodos, and 
it was my first experience under rue. 
We next moved Into the firing line and 
here we. met shrapnel, machine gun 
and rifle fire. Wc were lucky, how- 
ever, as we only had one casualty. We 
next took the German trench, and 
there I picked up the paper on which 
I am writing* this letter. It is a great 
surprise to one to realize how much 
explosive and shell it takes to kill or 
wound one man. Our attack must 
have conio as a great surprise, as the 
Germans seemed altogether unpre- 
pared. Such, however, was not. the 
case everywhere. On our left things 
were in a critical stage, and the 
Guards came up. These marvellous 
soldiers advanced across an open 
space under heavy fire In extended or- 
der with their rifles at the slope, and 
their casualties wore insignificant. I 
watched tho whole through field 
glasses. 

Wc were eight days In the trenches 
altogether, and were glad to be re- 
lieved. I did not have any rest during 
all that, time, but nevertheless wc are 
all very fit. It is surprising how much 
one can stand, as it simply poured for 
four days. 

Before I left England I took a course 
of muskclry at Hythc and obtained a

Through the suspension or intercol- 
legiate athletics, it has become neces- 
sary to remove the intercollegiate tro- 
phies held by McGill from the cases In 
the lounge room at the Union to an- 
other place of safekeeping. The Inter- 
collegiate Athletic Union, al a recent 
meeting, decided that, in view of exist- 
ing conditions, those universities hold- 
ing intercollegiate trophies should not 
exhibit them. 

There are five places vacanl in the 
shelves of the cupboard of the lounge 
room, where as many cups formerly 
stood. These are the Dougall perpet- 
ual challenge trophy for intercolleg- 
iate swimming, presented by J. S. N. 
Dougall, of .Montreal, in January, 1910, 
The Canadian Intercollegiate Lawn 
Tennis Association challenge cup is 
also affected. This has been won three 
limes by .McGill, once by Toronto and 
once by the Royal Military College, 
Kingston. McGill's winning years were 
1910, 1913 and 1914. The Canadian 
Intercollegiate Basketball League sen- 
ior Irophy was presented by A. Wilson. 
Perhaps the most, handsome of all lin- 
eups which have been shown in the 
Union Is the rifle shooting cup, pre- 
sented by the Dominion Rifle Associa- 
tion for annual competition among the 
Canadian universities. The plates on 
the base are not complete and include 
only the following:
